REMARKS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action dated 
April 6, 2010. Claims 7, 12, 14, 17, and 29 to 34 are pending in the application, of which Claims 
7,12, and 17 are independent. Reconsideration and further examination are respectfully 

requested. 

Claims 12, 17, 19, and 26 were objected to for informalities. Without conceding 
the correctness of any objection. Applicants submit that the objections have been attended to by 
amendment. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of 
these objections. 

Claims 7 and 12 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicants regard as the invention. Without conceding the correctness of these 
rejections. Applicants submit that the rejections have been attended to by amendment. 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection. 

Claims 7, 11, 12 and 17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over U.S. Patent 
No. 6,633,400 (Sasaki) in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,218,405 (Aschenbrenner). Claim 14 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki, Aschenbrenner and U.S. Pub. No. 2002/0105661 
(Nishida). Claims 19, 22, 23 and 26 to 28 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Sasaki in 
view of the "PostScript Printer Description File Format Specification", and U.S. Pub. No. 
2002/01 18380 (Krueger). Reconsideration and withdrawal of these rejections are respectfully 
requested. 

The present claims generally concern downloading resources to a device having a 

printing function. A resource which is downloadable to the device is determined (Claims 7 and 
12) or selected (Claim 17). In one aspect, a resource is processed. If a determination is made 
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that the resource is a font or a form, the resource is processed such that, when a download is 
designated by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the font or form, fonts or forms, 
which are not stored in the device among the fonts or forms displayed on the user interface 
screen, are downloaded into the device, and fonts or forms, which are stored in the device and are 
not displayed on the user interface screen, are deleted from the device. Otherwise, if a 
determination is made that the resource is a color profile, the resource is processed such that, 
when a download is designated by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the color 
profile, a color profile, which is not stored in the device among color profiles displayed on the 
user interface screen, is downloaded into the device, and color profiles, which are stored in the 
device and are not displayed on the user interface screen, are not deleted. As a result of this 
feature, it is ordinarily possible to process various resources, such as a font, a form, or a color 
profile, in response to a download designation on a user interface screen, such that necessary 
resources are downloaded to a device, and unnecessary resources stored in the device are deleted 
accordingly based on whether that resource is a font, a form, or a color profile. 

Turning to specific claim language, amended independent Claim 7 is directed to a 
resource processing method for downloading resources to a device having a printing function. 
The resource processing method includes a decision step of determining processing of a resource, 
which is downloadable to the device, in dependence upon the resource to be downloaded to the 
device; and a processing step of processing resources; if it is determined in the decision step that 
the resource is a font or a form, processing the resource such that, when a download is designated 
by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the font or form, fonts or forms, which are 
not stored in the device among the fonts or forms displayed on the user interface screen, are 
downloaded into the device, and fonts or forms, which are stored in the device and are not 
displayed on the user interface screen, are deleted from the device; otherwise, if it is determined 
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in the decision step that the resource is a color profile, processing the resource such that, when a 
download is designated by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the color profile, a 
color profile, which is not stored in the device among color profiles displayed on the user 
interface screen, is downloaded into the device, and color profiles, which are stored in the device 
and are not displayed on the user interface screen, are not deleted. 

Amended independent Claim 12 is directed to an apparatus substantially in 
accordance with the method of Claim 7. 

Amended independent Claim 17 is directed to a resource processing method for 
downloading resources to a device having a printing function. The resource processing method 
includes a reception step of making a resource selection of a font, a form or a color profile as a 
type of resource, which is downloadable to the device; and a processing step of processing the 
resource; if it is determined in the decision step that the resource is a font or a form, processing 
the resource such that, when a download is designated by a user on a user interface screen for 
downloading the font or form, fonts or forms, which are not stored in the device among the fonts 
or forms displayed on the user interface screen, are downloaded into the device, and fonts or 
forms, which are stored in the device and are not displayed on the user interface screen, are 
deleted from the device; otherwise, if it is determined in the decision step that the resource is a 
color profile, processing the resource such that, when a download is designated by a user on a 
user interface screen for downloading the color profile, a color profile, which is not stored in the 
device among color profiles displayed on the user interface screen, is downloaded into the 
device, and color profiles, which are stored in the device and are not displayed on the user 
interface screen, are not deleted. 

Applicants submit that the cited references, namely Sasaki and Aschenbrenner, 
considered either alone or in combination, fail to disclose or suggest all of the features of Claims 
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7, 12 and 17, and, in particular, are not seen to disclose or suggest at least the features of, if it is 
determined in the decision step that the resource is a font or a form, processing the resource such 
that, when a download is designated by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the font 
or form, fonts or forms, which are not stored in the device among the fonts or forms displayed on 
the user interface screen, are downloaded into the device, and fonts or forms, which are stored in 
the device and are not displayed on the user interface screen, are deleted from the device; 
otherwise, if it is determined in the decision step that the resource is a color profile, processing 
the resource such that, when a download is designated by a user on a user interface screen for 
downloading the color profile, a color profile, which is not stored in the device among color 
profiles displayed on the user interface screen, is downloaded into the device, and color profiles, 
which are stored in the device and are not displayed on the user interface screen, are not deleted. 

In contrast to the present claims, Sasaki is seen to disclose a printing system for 
automatically changing a print description file. More specifically, Sasaki discloses property files 
for setting a printing property designated by a user of a client PC 30, where such property files 
are used to describe printing properties, such as color profiles and fonts. 

In addition, Aschenbrenner discloses two conceptual methods for holding 
downloaded resources: caching and capturing. (See Aschenbrenner, col. 11, lines 7 to 9). Under 
the caching method, cached resources are deleted when the server session ends, and when the 
printer is powered down or re- started. (See Aschenbrenner, col. 11, lines 13 to 15). Further, 
under the capturing method, a captured object becomes a resident resource in the printer and lasts 
across server sessions and printer power-off cycles. (See Aschenbrenner, col. 11, lines 17 to 19). 
A printer may capture a resource if the resource has been made capturable and if the printer has 
sufficient storage space to save the resource. (See Aschenbrenner, col. 11, lines 19 to 21). In 
other words, whether or not a resource is "cached" or "captured" is determined by the nature of 
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the resource and the availability of storage space. Accordingly, a user has no control over 
whether a resource is cached, where the cached resource is subject to being deleted, or whether a 
resource is captured, where the captured resource is retained as long as resources permit. 

Finally, Nishida, the PostScript specification, and Krueger have been reviewed 
and Applicants submit that nothing in these references supplies that which is missing from 
Sasaki and Aschenbrenner. 

Accordingly, Sasaki fails to teach anything that, when combined with 
Aschenbrenner, Nishida, the PostScript specification and Krueger, results in the disclosure or 
suggestion of the features of if it is determined in the decision step that the resource is a font or a 
form, processing the resource such that, when a download is designated by a user on a user 
interface screen for downloading the font or form, fonts or forms, which are not stored in the 
device among the fonts or forms displayed on the user interface screen, are downloaded into the 
device, and fonts or forms, which are stored in the device and are not displayed on the user 
interface screen, are deleted from the device; otherwise, if it is determined in the decision step 
that the resource is a color profile, processing the resource such that, when a download is 
designated by a user on a user interface screen for downloading the color profile, a color profile, 
which is not stored in the device among color profiles displayed on the user interface screen, is 
downloaded into the device, and color profiles, which are stored in the device and are not 
displayed on the user interface screen, are not deleted. 

Li light of the deficiencies of the cited references, as discussed above, Applicants 
submit that independent Claims 7, 12 and 17 are in condition for allowance and respectfully 
requests the same. 

The other claims in the application are each dependent from the independent 
claims discussed above and are therefore believed to be allowable over the applied references for 
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at least the same reasons. Because each dependent claim is deemed to define an additional aspect 
of the claims, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully 
requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience.
